Her head had b een split down 
the middle with a rock, her nose 
and jaw were fractu red, and her 
clothes had b een ripped off from 
the waist u p. However. Dr. Raph­ 
ael Gilady, chief Bergen Cou nty 
Medical examiner, said after an 
examination that*the girl had not 
b een criminally assau lted. 
Homework 
Victoria failed to retu rn home 
Monday night after she had gone to 
do some homework with a girl 
friend who lived ab ou t a half mile 
away. Her parents first reported 
her missing late Monday night, Po­ 
lice said. 
Tu esday morning the Zielinskis 
were tou ring the neighb orhood in 
their car looking for her, the po­ 
lice said, when they came u pon 
their dau ghter’s kerchief on Fár­ 
dale Avenu e near where her b ody 
was fou nd. 
The neighb or, Mrs. S. C. Kromka, 
u rged them to look in the gravel 
pit a short distance away. 
Capt. Edmu nd Wickham of Mah- 
wah police 
a n d 
Mr. Zielinski 
walked to the gravel pit. There 
Zielinski made his horrib le discov­ 
ery. 
The b ody was face down at the 
foot of a knoll in the pit, de­ 
scrib ed b y police as a local “lovers 
lane” area. 
Red Sweater 
A rock covered with b loodstains 
was fou nd near the b ody. Victor­ 
ia’s arms were still in the sleeves 
of a red sweater b u t her (^her 
clothing was torn away ab ove the 
waist. 
Her shoes, a pair of b lack loaf­ 
ers were off. A necklace she had 
worn was nearb y. 
Dr. Gilady fixed the time of 
death at ab ou t 10 p.m. Monday 
night. 
Half Mile Walk 
Police said she apparently was 
picked u p b y a motorist du ring the 
half mile walk home and driven to 
the gravel pit. 
Her neck and b rown hair were 
covered with b lood. Three rocks, 
describ ed as ab ou t the size of a 
person’s head, were fou nd atop the 
knoll and also were b loody. 
Police said Victoria apparently 
had b een rolled 10 feet down the 
side of the knoll after the b eating. 
“Her d u n ga r e e s were not 
tou ched,” Mrs, Zielinski said. 
Cou nty Prosecu tor Gu y W. Calis- 
si said a sadist was responsib le for 
the mu rder. 
It took place in a deserted wood­ 
ed area with the nearest hou ses 
some 300 feet away.

The dou b le charge alleges that 
McConnell did “distu rb the peace 
and qu iet of Rob ert C. Bu rkheim­ 
er” and did “procu re and deliver 
aicoholic liqu or, to wit: whiskey, 
to Rob ert C. Bu rkheimer, a minor 
of 18 years of age.” 
After informing newsmen that 
the charges had b een filed, Scheele 
declined to comment on any de­ 
tails of the investigation b y his 
office or police.

Mary, the mother of Jesu s, was 
referred to b y the Jews as the 
dau ghter of Eli; b u t early Christian 
writers called her the dau ghter of 
Joakim and Anna. 
She was related b y marriage to 
Elizab eth, the wife of Zacharias, 
the priest. 
The fact that she was already 
with child when she was married 
to Joseph made her an ob ject of 
mu ch ridicu le b y her contemporar­ 
ies, who did not b elieve in her ac­ 
cou nts of a visitation from Gab riel, 
nor the annu nciation that she 
was to b ecome the virgin mother 
of the Messiah. 
The story connected with the 
b irth of Jesu s, the flight into Egypt, 
and the presentation of her Son at 
the Temple are all related in fu ll 
in the Gospels. 
Mary’s profou nd thou ghtfu lness 
and maternal love are indicated in 
the New Testament accou nt, which 
says that “his mother 'xept all these 
things in her heart.” 
Perhaps no mother in history su f­ 
fered the long travail for her son, 
as Mary in her deep concern for 
Jesu s, from the night of His b irth 
in Bethlehem to the final tragic 
night of (^Igatha.

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C. C. Kimball, chairm an of a committee 
charged with developing plans for a city-cou nty 
bu iidinf if and when approved by the voters of 
Lincoln and Lancaster Cou nty, indicates there 
is a possibility of su bmitting the issu e to the 
voters in a few months. The qu estion has not 
been settled. Mr. Kimball reveals that in his 
thinking and that of his associates, it is a m atter 


of timing. 
This is m erely to su ggest to him that to this 
editor su bmission of any bond issu e, either 
revenu e or general obligation bonds, to finance 
a city-cou nty bu ilding at this time or in the 
immediate fu tu re seem* ili-chosen. The ru ral 
areas of Lancaster have been hard hit by 


drou ght. 


Bu t, more particu larly, m atters that are of 
vital concern to the people of Lancaster and 
Lincoln, m atters which in fact constitu te the 
very heart of any city-cou nty bu ilding, still are 
u ndecided. We refer particu larly to the con­ 
solidation of offices within cou nty and city gov­ 
ernment, with an end to eliminating du plication 
which is becoming more and more u nbearable 
and expensive and in the long pu ll thu s redu cing 
costs of government throu gh elimination of u n­ 
necessary offices. 
Until the voters of this cou nty and this city 
have some knowledge on what offices mu st be 
retained and what offices can be eliminated, 
chances of getting a green light on a city-cou nty 
bu ilding are minimized. 


Observers say hopes were never brighter for 
the su ccess of free trade and a com*mon m ar­ 
ket in Eu rope. The prime ministers of six na- 
tions have agreed on a plan which by 1975 
wou ld pool the economies of their cou ntries, dis­ 
solving cu stoms barriers between 240 million 


consu mers. 
An agreement between the ministers of com­ 
peting, nations not schedu led to become effec­ 
tive for 18 years lacks certainty. Many condi- 
tions can arise to avert fru ition. Bu t the formal­ 
izing of a ministers’ agreement is in itself event-

Cou ntries joining the common m arket and 
free trade areas wou ld gradu ally redu ce tariffs 
between them u nu l they had reached the van­ 
ishing point. At the same time they wou ld ap-

proach u niformity in the tariffs levied against 
imports from foreign cou ntries. 
From the point of view of the United States 
—an ou tsider—the change wou ld materially af­ 
fect trade relations with Eu rope. Bu t it is dou bt­ 
fu l in the long ru n that it wou ld be a detriment. 
Indeed, the Eu ropean conception is a close 
parallel to the historic manner in which the 
American bu siness and indu strial commu nity 
was developed and in which the economic re­ 
lationship of its 48 states was formed. It has 
stood as one of the most peaceable and su c­ 
cessfu l in history, as beneficial to foreign cou n­ 
tries as to the United States. 
Indeed Eu rope is changing and mu st change 
and su ch moves as creation of a common m ar­ 
ket and tariff u nion are fu ndamental. The world 
shou ld welcome it.

The time of this dinner was last week end. 
The place was the national capital. The actors

selves they are writing as 
they see it. Adlai Stevenson 
gave them the rare u nu su al 
opportu nity to take a peek at themselves in the 
m irror IBS he had seen them in two campaigns 
for the presidency, Miss Fleeson writes on this 
page. What they saw in the m irror did not make 
them bdppy. Stevenson, Miss Fleeson saÿ s, has 
set W a^ington on its ear. Stevenson's hosts feel 
their gpest abu sed their hospitality. Had he 
u sed a rapier on tliem, Miss Fleeson adds, they 
might have been able to take it bu t not when 
he operated with a su rgeon s knife. In .su bstance 
it was-Stevenson’s indictment that the press 
deliberately played along with President Eisen­ 
hower’s 
peace-and-prosperity 
campaign 
al­ 
thou gh it knew the tru th abou t all the prob­ 
lems which are now being admitted. Not all bu t 
an overwhelming portion of the American press 
did. Rarely has there been a slicker selling job 
than that which has been achieved in recent 
years. And that selling job itself came to a 
climax in the fall of 1956 when in a world filled 
to overflowing with conflicting rivalries, hates 
and distru sts, day after day there was projected 
the towering figu re of a man who had brou ght 
abou t peace and prosperity in a dangerou s 
world. 
★ 
The press at least knew the tensions—tensions 
in the Middle E ast, in North Africa, in Central 
Eu rope, and in the F ar East. How well it knew 
those tensions cou ld be a m atter of dispu te. The 
press also knew or shou ld have known the 
mou nting financial diHicu lties of portions of 
ru ral .'tmerica and the increasing financial prob« * 
leins of many American farm ers, cau ght he- 
tw’een the cross-fire of rising prices for what the 
farm er had to bu y and sharply declining prices 
for what the farm er had to sell. 
★ 
There are one or two sentences in Miss Flee- 
son’.s remarkable colu mn to which pu blic at­ 
tention needs to be directed. One is her state­ 
ment that Stevenson is a man with dream s and 
ambition who wants and feels he ou ght to be 
President and who now recognizes he cannot, 
with dignity and su ccess, 
ru n again. In the welfare 
of a nation, that is the 
smallest of considerations 
^ 
u nless that welfare can be 
« aid to J>e inseparably linked with the political 
su ccess of an individu al. Then Miss Fleeson 
says thal Stevenson honestly believes that u nless 
the p a r^ a n Repu blican attitu des he detects in 
the pu blic opinion field can be broken u p, no 
Democrat again can be elected President, short 
of a pu li^ic catastrophe like the last depression. 
That wQu ld be a price which even the most 
fitu pid partisan ou ght to pray never shou ld be 
exacted from the American people. Finally, 
there are those clean, fine, brave dreams u pon 
which American glory itself rests. They are 
dream s of decency, of fairness, of constantly im­ 
proving stamiards for civilization itself, of peace 
and of honor. They mu st stalk throu gh the cor­ 
ridors and the newsrooms of the American press 
—they S u st take root in the hearts of those 
who fcoü for it—they mu st be the gu iding light 
which ft^tains ou r hopes and confirms ou r faith.

Ends Weil 
The settlement of the disagreement between 
the Army and the National Gu ard was well re­ 
ceived by the pu blic. The settlement of a second 
military qu estion 
also leaves 
q^'eryone well 
pleased. It was. the decision of Secretary of 
the Army Bru cker to reverse himself—to con­ 
tinu e to su pport su fficient horses in the army 
to condu ct top level fu nerals of military men. 
It is a cu stom of 92 years standing to bear a 
departed military man to his Arlington resting 
place atop an artillery caisson drawn by horses. 
If the secretary saw a chance to save a few 
thou sand dollars a year by a more modern 
manner of condu cting fu nerals he u nderrated 
American sentiment and overrated the saving. 
Horse drawn fu nerals are still something Amer­ 
ica can afford. 
If there is any objection to su ch a practice 
it might come from military men themselves. 
They are living in an age of great change m 
methods of w arfare and there is nothing in 
their character that su ggests any association 
with the obsolete. 


Argentine Crisis 
Even the overthrow of Dictator Ju an Peron 
did not interru pt Argentina’s mqft prized ex­ 
port—the tango. The United States has long been 
charmed by the mu sic and the movements of 
that interesting dance. 
Bu t we are forced to report that Argentina 
has gone over to rock and roll and it has in­ 
du ced a national crisis.

Pointing ou t that Secretary 
Hu mphrey had not sold his stock in 
the M. A. Hanna Company, as 
Charlie Wilson did his General Mo­ 
tors stock, Neely said the Hanna 
Co. owns 48 2,2.56 shares of common 
stock of Standard of New Jersey.

$26,8 8 5.722. 
He also pointed ou t that M. A. 
Hanna Co. owns 18 7,500 shares of 
Seaboard Oil. Valu e: $11,671.8 75. 
.Senator .Neely wanted to know 
if this wa.sn’t a moral conflict of 
interest. He also specu lated re­ 
garding the fact that President 
Ki.senhower spent a vacation on

Stevenson, they say, was bitter. 
He was — and on pu rpose. His 
rem arks were not provcked by the 
atmosphere of the occasion; he had 
considered them well in confer­ 
ence with tru sted friends who had 
warned him he might be accu sed 
of sou i 
grapes. 
The su bstance of Stevenson’s in­ 
dictment Is that the press delib­ 
erately played along with Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s peace and pros­ 
perity campaign althou gh it knew 
the tnith abou t all the problems 
which are now being admitted, 
Stevenson tried to get that tru th 
before the pu blic. Its indifference 
he blames on the press.

Cherne and Angier Biddle Du ke, 
chairm an of the board and presi­ 
dent respectively of the Interna­ 
tional Rescu e Committee.

leading 
anti-Commu - 
nists, both of whom assisted ac­ 
tively in caring for some of the 
nearly 
20« ,(Kk) 
Hu ngarians 
who 
stream ed into Au stria and Yu go­ 
slavia in the wake of last fall’s 
rebellion, believe that two impend­ 
ing events will fan the smou lder­ 
ing embers into a fresh blaze. 
One is the 109th anniversary of 
Hu ngarian patriot Lou is Kossu th's 
rebellion against Ru ssian ru le. The 
other is the coming of spring, and 
with it the melting of the tell-tale 
snow which retained the footsteps 
of escapees and made more dif­ 
ficu lt their flight to freedom. 
The tw’o leaders of a non-profit 
oiganization which has raised more 
than $500,000 to make asylu m eas­ 
ier to obtain and more bearable 
once realized do not confine their 
predictions to Hu ngary, They be­ 
lieve that Poland and East Ger­ 
many cou ld easily join in the fight 
against Soviet oppression. When and 
if they do, and if Hu ngary rises 
again, the IRC and every other* 
hu manitarian agency 
m u s t 
be 
ready to move in a hu rry. 
Cherne say.s, 
‘'Intelligence re­ 
ports that can be tru sted pu t the 
strength of organized, armed Hu n­ 
garian resistance forces at from 
to 14.(MM). They are well- 
drilled, coordinated former Hu n- 


garian arm y men. mainly. When 
ready, they’ll strike.” 
Du ke, a member of the Knights 
ot Malta, an organization which 
dates from the cru sades and which 
performed notably in spiriting hu n- 
dred.s of Hu ngarians ou t of the 
clu tches of frontier gu ard.s, told 
u s of some of the endless work 
of the IRC. He has ju st retu rned 
from Vienna. 
The 
organization ru ns 
a chil­ 
dren’s home in Vienna, vocational 
schools in several cou ntries, lan­ 
gu age scliools in more cou ntries, 
is setting u pl its own refu gee high 
school in Vienna, makes arrange­

schools and colleges 
to

fighters,

Some 
su pport bad been generated for 
Baker u ntil he pu blicly declared 


he was not interested in the ap­ 
pointment. 
Or at the other extreme the ad­ 
ministration shou ld be able to find 
a highly qu alified man with inde- 
pentient ju dgment and with a su f­ 
ficient backgrou nd in adm inistra­ 
tion, whether in pu blic or private 
affairs and perhaps also with a 
scientific and engineering back­ 
grou nd. There are su ch men, and 
in the past it has been possible to 
recru it them for the kind of pu blic 
service in the general welfare that 
TVA implies. 
The first vacancy to occu r on 
the TVA board was filled by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower in Au gu st, 1954, 
by the appointment of Brigadier 
General H erbert D. Vogel, who 
had been a district engineer of the 
United States Corps of Engineers. 
The President also made Vogel 
chairm an of the board. 
With 
the 
President 
pu blicly 
branding TVA as “ creeping soci­ 
alism ,” Vogel’s position has been 
an anomalou s one. 
Perhaps in­ 
evitably, he has been accu sed by 
TV.A’s intensely loyal partisans of 
giving less than his fu ll su pport 
to the goal set forth in the TVA 
act. That ^oal is no less than the 
rehabilitation of a whole region 
by development of the resou rces 
of land, water and people in the 
Tennessee Valley. 
Vogel su pported the Dixon-Yates 
power de^l, even thou gh many Re­ 
pu blicans — conspicu ou sly Senator 
John 
Sherman 
Cooper of Ken­ 
tu cky — were convinced at the ou t­ 
set that this wou ld backfire as it 
did. 
He is accu sed by the Democrats 
of violating the non-political prece­ 
dent in the speeches he made in 
the last 
presidential 
campaign, 
boasting of what the adm inistra­ 
tion had (ione for TVA. And, finally, 
it is said in the region that he al­ 
ready is anticipating partisan con­ 
trol of the board by predicting 
what it will do when, with an­ 


other appointee, he will havt a 
majority.

The term of Harry A. Cu rtis 
expires on May 18 , At the time of 
his appointment he was dean of 
the College of Engineering at the 
University 
of 
Missou ri. 
Before 
that, as a distingu ished chemical 
engineer, he had had a great deal 
to do w i^ developing TVA’s chem­ 
ical fertilizer plant. 
Many claims are made for TVA 
by those who, over the years, have 
given it a dedicated loyalty. They 
see it as an integrated whole in 
which flood cbntrol, power devel­ 
opment and agricu ltu ral improve­ 
ment all have had a part in rai.s- 
ing the level of living of a region 
that had su ffered acu tely from the 
ills which, to a lesser degree, plagu e 
other parts of America. 
At the time of the recent de­ 
vastating floods in the area arou nd 
the TVA, the dedicated friends 
of this extraordinary experiment 
widely advertised their conviction 
that withou t the TVA system of 
dams, the Tennessee Valley wou ld 
have su ffered the second most dis­ 
astrou s flood in its history. At 
Chattanooga alone, according to 
this claim, the damage wou ld have 
been $65,000,000. 


Even if the claims of partisan­ 
ship are bru shed aside, one ou t­ 
standing fact remains. The TVA 
is a great enterprise. It cannot 
be ru n 
by 
politics-as-u su al 
any 
more than a great private corpo­ 
ration cou ld be ru n in that fashion. 
Or. it shou ld be added, if it is 
ru n that way, it will be ru n into 
the grou nd. This may be the goal 
of the enemies of TVA who know 
they cou ld never su cceed in a 
frontal attack in Congress on the 
concept of the au thority itself. Bu t 
to select the top management with 
that end in view wou ld hardly be 
in accord with professions of in­ 
tegrity and honesty 
in 
govern­ 
ment.
